I was 8 years ole at surrender my ole Master used to tell me. My Pa was William Santee, and 
my Ma was Mehalie Santee. She was born in Jackson county, but I dont recollect where dey 
say my Pa was born.

Dey didn't bother me and my people none - just drilled all de time - bout six months my 
white folks say, yes Mam dey was camped on Ole Mas’ land fer six months, and I kin 
remember when dey rode way, dey flung out fish hooks and strings and cotch Ole Missus' 
chickens and take dem, and Ole Miss she was sho mad - but didn't do no good.

I kin remember when my Ma used to put us chulluns 
outside de cabin in de quarters and den she would shut de doors and shut de windows tight 
and sit a tub of water in de middle of floor and kneel down and pray that de yolk of bondage 
be removed from de nigger's neck. All de niggers done dat, dey did. Ma allus said de sound of 
dey voices went down into the tub of water and de white folks couldn't hear dem prayin’.

Niggers didn't get sick so much in dem days either, but when dey did Ole Miss she would give 
them either salt, turpentine or calomel. I sho used to hates to see her comin’ with any of hit 
too.

Said she was squeezing him 
to death, but dat very night a ole big ow! got in de white folks chicken house and sot on de 
roost and kept apushin’ and apushin' de chickens offen de roost 'til dey falls on de ground, 
and den he cotch dem.

Many times I seen niggers sold on de block and dem folksies what had de slaves had charge 
of de selling. Some times a woman would bring more money dan a man, sometimes 
hundreds of dollars, specially if she was a good breeder, and if she wont - den nobody would 
have her. She was jes like a "bubble on de water," and had to keep on adriftin.' My ole 
Master bought some folks from South Carolina, Virginia and Tennessee fore de war, and dey 
all left dey families back dare in de mountins' and soon dey had another family on our 
plantation.

She talks in a clear high-pitched voice and between her 
spats of terbaccy, relates incidents of her early life as if they happened only yesterday.

Around her head she wears a white cloth resembling a table napkin pinned up in the back, 
and a large white apron over her dark gingham ground-sweeping dress. The veins in her 
hands and arms stand out prominently, attesting the fact that they have been put through 
the acid tests and have been used to hard work.

Aunt Rachael is one of those superstitious old darkies who still throw salt in the fire and 
brooms across the door way when she hears an owl hollow and carries rabbit feet and 
buckeye in her pockets for good luck tokens.

BILOXI — The story of 
Pleasant Reed (1854-1932) is 
one of inspiration and initia- 
tive. He was an African-Ameri- 


can man who rose from a child- rs 


hood in slavery to the life of 
free enterprise in the bustling 
turn-of-the-century coastal vil- 
lage of Biloxi. Along the way, 
Reed raised one family, nur- 
tured an adopted family and 
built his own house on the 
fruits of his labor. 

That house, the Pleasant 
Reed House, will be opened to 
the public on the new campus of 
the Ohr-O’Keefe Museum of Art 
in March, becausé of a grant 
from the Mississippi Depart- 
ment of Archives and Histofy.. 

With the opening of the house, 
the Ohr-O’Keefe Museum will 
simultaneously break ground on 
the rest of the museum campus 
at its 4-acre site on Beach Boule- 
vard, next to the Tullis-Toledano 
Manor. Plans for completion of 
the entire campus call for a full 
opening in winter 2005. In the 
interim, visitor traffic will travel 
the one-half mile between the _ 
Reed House and the museum’s 
location at 136 G.E. Ohr Street 
in downtown Biloxi. The house 
and its artifacts have been pre- 
served for a number of years. by 
Delta Sigma Theta Sorority 
which donated the house to the 
museum. 

Restoration of the house has 
been designed by James Dodds 
of Baton Rouge, La., an archi- 
tect, certified by the National 
Trust for Historic Preservation. 

Oversight of the restoration 
project will include museum 
staff and board of trustees, 
executive architects Guild 
Hardy Architects, W.G. Yates & 
Sons Construction, architectur- 
al liaison Frank Genzer and 
Gehry Partners, the design 
architect for the entire campus. 

Provisions will be made for 
parking, restrooms, handi- 
capped access, lighting and 
security during the two-year 
interim before the campus 
opens. Volunteers and museum 
staff will work at the house 
until the Reed House curator 
joins the team in June. 

The house was moved from 
Elmer Street in the spring and 
dedicated in a ceremony at the

new museum site. The house 
will be restored to its conditions 
of 1887, when the home was 
completed by Reed. The restora- 
tion will include the use of the 
exterior of 6-inch sunken 
cypress planks from an old plan- 
tation in Louisiana; original 
windows and plank déors; origi- 
nal gingerbread details added 
by Reed; a tin roof; the two origi- 
nal fireplaces which were con- 
verted to coal at a later date; 
and a back porch. Adjacent to 
the house will be a small 
kitchen garden to be maintained 
by local horticulture groups.

Also important to the telling 
of the story will be the life of 
Theresa Reed, the spinster 
daughter of Pleasant Reed who 
lived in the house until the 
1970s, when she sold the hous 
to the sorority. ; 

Theresa Reed was known as 
a bit of a character in the 
Elmer Street neighborhood: 
strong-willed, religious, piano- 
playing and deliberate keeper 
of many magazine and news- 
paper articles of the Civil 
Rights movement in the South 
during the mid-20th century. 
The papers and the lively exis- 
tence of Theresa Reed also will 
be integral to the telling of the 
Reed history.

“It speaks volumes 


on black history

BILOXI — VIP visitors to the Pleas- 
ant Reed house Wednesday experi- 
enced the awe and nearly overwhelm- 
ing sense of history and pride that 
sorority members who saved the 
house 25 years ago always knew was 
there. ; 

“We used to call it our diamond in 
the rough,” said Delta Sigma Theta 
sorority member Ethel Clay, whose 
name is among those on the bank note 
‘they once signed to buy the house for 
about $6,000. They wanted to keep it 

_ from being torn down. ea 

“Somebody would always say, ‘Why 


| "ae you wasting your time?’ “ Clay said, 


_ “It was because we knew how they 
’ struggled to become. the first black 
(former) slaves’ to own their own 
home. I’m just so proud of it.” 
| .. .Her sense of accomplishment was’ 
' shared Wednesday by some of the del- 
_ egation of black Mississippi legislators 
: who accepted an invitation from state 
‘ Rep. Frances Fredericks of Gulfport to 


- tour the house. They were among leg: - 


: islators who approved state funding to 
' help restore the house. 

“You recognize (here) the example 
of a period in time some of us may 
have touched as children, when our 
parents were struggling and sacrificing 
_ to just survive,” said state Rep. Phillip 
- West of Natchez. 


Rep. Rufus E. Straughter of Belzoni 
said, “My grandfather always said, ‘I’m 


- doing this for my grandchildren.’ 
. When I see this, it gives me a sense of 
' what he meant. I can see (Pleasant 
‘ Reed) had the same vision as my 
- grandfather had.” 


“This Pleasant Reed site,” West said, 
“will serve as a reminder of the thou- 
sands of others who made the neces- 
sary sacrifice so their children and 
grandchildren and great-grandchildren 
can have the opportunities to have a 


- better life.” 


The tour of the house that hundreds 


- are expected to take during today’s 
- official opening begins with a film 


about Pleasant Reed and his efforts to 
make a home and life for his family 
during an era when it was unusual for’ 
African-Americans to build and own 
their own homes. It compares the fam- 
ilies of Pleasant Reed (1854-1936) and 
George Ohr (1857-1918), who both 
lived in Biloxi during the same time 
and not very far apart. 

Visitors to the house can look 
through a. small glass-covered square 
hole in the hall near the kitchen to see '. 
the original exterior siding that was 
covered up when the Reeds extended 
the house by adding a kitchen wing. 

A gift shop off the kitchen is stocked 
with items related to African-American 
heritage, including. many Pleasant 
Reed House souvenirs like mouse 
pads, pens, golf shirts..embroidered 
with an image of the house, and a vari- 
ety of books, mugs and hats. The shop 
will be housed there for the next two 
years, until the museum: complex is 
completed in 2005.

1887 by former slave Pleasant Reed 
and is the cornerstone of the new 
museums’ African-American art and 
cultural exhibit. 

Alternating performances by the 
Coast Chorale, a community choir, 
and St. Rose De Lima gospel choir 
drew crowds of people. 

Knight Foundation representative 
Joe L. Ervin drew more applause 

than anyone on stage except Gehry 


when he announced the foundation, 


which had provided $500,000 for 
work on the Reed house, plans to 


invest $1.75 million in the commu- 


nity over the next five years. He 
introduced his mother, Gulfport law- 
yer Carol L. Henderson, as a 25-year 
member of Delta Sigma Theta soror- 
ity, which is. responsible for preserv- 
ing the house. 

Gehry told an attentive audience 
that even before he was approached 
about designing the museum here, 
he already knew George Ohr and 
respected and loved his pottery.

Jerry O’Keefe, who has led the 
fund-raising efforts for the new 
museum and initially funded it with 
$1 million in the name of his late 
wife, Annette, called Gehry “the 
world’s most. outstanding and 
respected architect.”
